likin & Co., composed of James Mttlikln, 
J. R. Gorin, Milton Johnson and O. B. 
Gorin, took possession of their elegant 
new banking house, on the northeast.eor 
ner of Water and East Main streets, this 
(Thursday) morning, and are now ready 
to transact all business to their line with 
their usual promptness and despatch. 


Our reporter made a toor through the 


new bank this morning and jotted down 
a few items of interest to our readers. In 
the first place the firm has spent about 
$1,000 in improving and beautifying the 
new location, putting in a stone and pUte 
glass front, with a cut-off comer, enlarg- 
ing the panes of glass in the windows of 
the upper stories on the south and west 
sides of the building; also a new floor and 
other minor improvements. A, new coun- 
ter, of much beauty and finish, has been 
put In at a costof nearly |600. It i* one 
of the latest improved counters, and was 
built In Chicago. The new room gire* 
ample space for the transaction of the 
firm's increasing business, is well-lighted, 
and is certainly one of the most central 
and inviting establishments in the city. 


THB VAULT. 


One of the necessary adjunct* of a 


banking house is a good vault, where the 
cash of the bank and depositors maybe 
kept with the greatest possible safety.— 
J. Millikin & Co.'s new vault was con- 
structed regardless of expense, with an 
eye single to aafetjt 
The brick wall* 


and roof are lined with chilled iron sheet 
ing, half an inch in thicknew, welded 
together with heavy bolts, just in the 
game manner as a steam boiler I* made. 
With the best tools made it would take a 
burglar fully eight hours to cut through 
the iron sheeting, not mentioning the 
time that he would consume in tearing 
away the brick. The vault has a heavy 
iron door, with a combination time-lock; 
from the outside it looks as neat and trim 
as fine workmanship can make it. Inside 
the vault is one of Hall's latest improved 
burglar proof 
safes, weighing 7,000 


pounds, and purchased at a cost of nearly 
$2,000. It is as solid as a rock, and has 
an' air-tight dove-tailed door of masdTe 
weight. On the door is a fine time lock, 
which makes it impossible for anybody 
to open it except at a certain hour in the 
morning. Two shelves in the safe are 
dally used by the firm as a place cf 
depinit for moneys in constant use, but 
in the lower part of the safe Is a private 
receptacle with a combination lock on 
thS door, in which the reserve fund of 
the bank is kept. It was nearly filled 
with stacks of greenbacks and gold this 
morning when our reporter took a peep 
into it through the open door. This fund 
will not be disturbed except on extraor- 
dinary occasions, when there is a 'Irun" 
on the bank, or something of that kind. 


Keating against the side of the vault Is a 


safety deposit iron pigeon hole case, con- 
taining 102 iron-lined receptacles. Each 
pigeon hole is numbered and has an iron 
door with a combination lock and dupli- 
cate keys. This case the firm place at 
the disposal of the public and will give 
any individual a key and the exclusive 
use of one of the smaller receptacles for 
$5 a year; the larger ones will be rented 
at $10 and $15 per year. In this case will 
be kept the private papers, bonds, and 
other valuables of depositors, and no one 
can or will be permitted to open anyone 
of the receptacles except the renter hold- 
ing the key. No less than twenty of these 
boxes were rented before noon to-day. 
The cost of the vault and safes foot up 
about $4,000. 


East of the vault is the consultation or 


private conference room of the firm, 
which is handsomely furnished with 
desks, chairs, and beautified with pic- 
tures. There is a double entrance to this 
room, one from east Main street and the 
other from the counting room of the 
bank. 


From the foregoing it will be observed 


that J. Millikin & Co. have expended not 
less than $8,000 in making the improve- 
ments and additions named. To-day the 
new bank was thronged with visitors and 
depositors who dropped in to examine 
the vault and safes, and make a general 
survey of the premises. The members of 
the firm and Park Hammer, the teller, 
gave all a cordial welcome, and took 
pleasure in showing everybody through 
the establishment. It is certainly one of 
the finest and most complete banking 
houses in the west, and a credit to our 
flourishing city
